Does it not seem plain that of all contracts marriage 
‘should be the most sacred? From it spring families, states, 
nations, human society at large. In those countries where 
the marriae tié is not regarded as a sacred thing, life itself 
is not held sacred, and woman is held in contempt. 

The Catholic Church teaches that Almighty. God. Himself

it to be indissoluble. The Bible represents God as uniting 
Adam and Eve in marriage, and represents Christ as-de- 
, claring that the severance of the bond among the Israelites

At His first public appearance in public life, Christ 
deigned to honor a marriage and to bless it. His evident 
intention was to make clear that God is intensely interested 
in the marriages of people, and is eager to bless them, because 
" through them He peoples the earth, with the ultimate inten- 
tion of peopling Heaven. 
+». Now, since divine helps, known through the centuries 
as Sacraments, were instituted by Christ to meet other condi- 
tions which affect the spiritual life, it seems more than con- 


~ “gruous that the marriage union among Christians should 


itself be a Sacrament, imparting grace to the wedded couple, 
“whéreby their burdens may be borne meritoriously, and 
whereby husband and wife may be induced to cooperate for 
the sanctification of each other and of the children which may 
be committed to them. 

In his letter to the Ephesians, St. Paul cals marriage 
a great Sacrament for all those capable of receiving sacra- 
ments, namely, the baptized. Neither Church nor State can 
be better than the families which constitute them. Hence, 
whether we view the marriage bond in the light of the State's 
interests or in the light of the Church’s interest# it is im- 
portant that it be regarded as something very sacred. , 

Président Roosévelt had this in mind whem, somé years 
ago, he gathered divorce statistics throughout the nation, 
and recommended that the several states have no power, to " 
determine reasons for the dissolution of the matt ii ge boiid 5" 
that the national government, having a regard for the inter- 
ests of the country as a whole, take account of the smallest 
number of reasons for separation of husband and wife, and 
enact laws which would bind all the states. 

The rights of children are not sufficiently considered in 
‘rounds for divorce.” Every child has the right to the love, 
attention, encotragement and support of the twain parents 
as a unit. Because mother will not condone certain faults 
that father has, or because some other woman attracts father’s 
attention, should not be reasons for an absolute divorce. 
Roth mother and father must take into account the rights of 
the children, and desist from doing the things that inflict an 
injustice on them. 

Where marriage is regarded in the sacred light which it 
has historically in Christian countries, people are just a 
little more cautious in the selection of their life partner, and, 
regarding the union as a life long bargain, they are prepared 
not to be over-sensitive or over-critical, but remembering that 
each has his and her own little faults, to meet each other 
half-way. But where marriage is not regarded sacredly 
people are willing to run a risk of effecting“a@° bad. bartgain 
with the implied understanding, at least, that they will sep- 
arate by mutual consent, as they bargained by mutual consent 
to a trial marriage. 

The indissoluble character of marriage works a hardship 
on some individuals, who become unfortunately mismated, but 
all laws are made for the general good. The general effect 
would be indescribably bad if people could marry and separ- 
ate at will, and had no higher thought than their own selfish 
temporary pleasure in the matter. 

Divorce is very rare in Catholic countries and so are 
unhappy marriages, proving that the indissolubility of the 
marriage contract, except in rare instances, is not unjust. 
When people foreknow that the contract does bind till death, 
and when God's blessing is showered on the contract, because 
of its being receiyed in the same spiritual dispositions that 
other sacraments are received, they usually effect a happy 
marriage.

Mar- 
Yiages may be divided into Christian 
marriages, in which one or both per- 
sons have been. baptized, and non- 
Christian marriages, in which neither 
person has been baptized. In the case 
of Christian marriages, no divorce 
may be obtained if the marriage has 
been consummated; but if it has been 
ratified, but. not consummated, under 
certain circumstanees a. dissolution 
of the marriage bond may be. ob- 
tained. In the case of non-Christian 
marriages, no dissolution is possible 
as long as both husband and wife 
remain unbaptized; should both be-

The Pauline privilege, so-called be- 
cause it was first promulgated, at 
least in writing, by St. Paul; and 
there is some reason to believe that

of the First @piatiesto the Corin- 
thians: 

“If any brother, hat ; -a wife that!

‘mality, of itself, and automatically, 
‘dissolves thé former marriage once 
and for all and severs the conjugat 
bond forever. Up to the moment that 
the second marriage actually takes 
place, the marriage contracted in in- 
fidelity continues, and both convert 
‘and unbeliéver are under the bond 
‘of matrimony; $0 that should the un- 
‘peliever try eg remarry before the 
convert, the attempt would be fruit- 
| less and the marriage would be nul! 
‘and void; on the other hand, should 
the unbeliever become a Catholic or 
be baptized before the convert con- 
tracts a second marriage, the priv 
lege announced by St. Paul would no 
longer have place, and neither hus- 
band nor wife could again remarry 
unless it were possible to obtain an 
annulment of the bond on the grounds 
of a Christian marriage ratified, but 
not consummated. From this it is 
evident that the privilege is given 
not so much in favor of the individual.

Some may think that the Pauline 
privilege is sémething new in the dis- 
cipling of the Church. The very con- 
trary is true. In the early ages of the 
Church its @pplication was of frequent 
occurrence. ff , it Was not until 
the middle of the eighteenth century 
that it was called into question, when 
the Bishop of Soissons, Fitz~James. 
being infeéted with Jansenism, for- 
bade’ Borach Levi, a convert from 
Judaism, to céntract. a second mar-

The case 
is interesting, becaus: it stands out 
as a striking éxéeption to the uniform 
practice of the Church.

What do we mean by saying that 
Christ made marriage a Sacrament?

sures which they themselves have in- 
herited by the fact of their incorpora- 
tion in the society called the Church. 
It is clear, therefore, that marriage 
has for its primary end a duty from 
which. married. people cannot with- 
draw. thenrselves—saving the wholly

exceptional case where, by mytual 
leonsent, they agree to seek in volun- 
tary continence the realization of a 
higher. ideal—the mortification of the 
senses and closer attachment to God 
and their spiritual interests. 

How utterly orn then, are 
those who’ represent as a 
union of which the object is physical 
love, and self-interest the condition! 
No doubt the material necessities 
of life must. find's place’ in the con- 
siderations ‘of those ‘who wish to 
marry. That-is as it should be, for 
married life and the care of a family 
to come are not matters to be under- 
taken in Haphazard fashion. But 
foresight must not become niere cal- 
culation; their hopes should not de- 
generate into a sordid and usurious 
speculation. 

Again, the attractions of _conjuga] 
life are certainly legitimate; nor. is 
it in any way forbidden that men and 
women should be drawn by them, for 
they are in the nature of a reward 
for the acceptan¢e of the burden of 
paternity and the duties of mother- 
hood, agonizingly painful: as these 
latter often are. ~ 

But’ whether ‘the individual or the 
species be considered, the satisfaction 
of sense is only justified by the: par- 
ticular function which it presupposes 
and is’ bound ‘to “ensure. And” as 
rational nature ‘revolts at the .gross- 
ness of gluttony and drunkenness, so 
also—but far more emphatically— 
does she denounce such. pleasure when 
sought outside of and apart from that 
order, which she, Nature, has laid 
down for the transmission of life. 
Brutes have nothing’-but ‘instincts: 
these they cannot but obey, for they 
are incapable of moderation or self- 
restraint.. But man.is privileged to 
be able to elevate love to the dignity 
of a rational emotion., Marriage is 
the fusion of two human lives; it is 
the union of the bodies, frail to be 
sure, and destined soon -to fade and 
perish. But ‘above and beyond this, 
it is the union: of two souls. 

Man is not the slave of*his pas- 
'sions; he has, to a large extent; the 
power to master them, to direct them 
by. -his intelligence; and subject them 
to serve a proper end;‘and from the 
empire he exercises*over them, his 
moral dignity arises.: Should he ab- 
dicate his sovereignty in favour’ of 
his passions, shame is-his portion, and 
his conscience, fallen from its estate, 
becomes debased, degraded.

As for you, brethren, who have kept 
in your hearts a loyal regard for the 
laws of Christ and of Christian moral- 
ity, you confess that it is your honotr- 
able duty to resist heartily the 
tyranny of passion; and you will ac- 
knowledge ard proclaim, without 
boastfulness, but without faltering,

And alas! as a matter of fact, the 
loose principles imbibed from modern 
literature and the stage prove excel- 
lent foils. for the teachings of Chris- 
tianity.

But: Christianity is equally aware 

of the frailty of the human heart, and 
when she lays her commands upon a 
inan, she at the same time points out 
to him’ and provides for him the 
means he shall use to overcome his 
weakness. The austere law of self- 
abnegation and prayer to’ God applies 
to every one—priest and layman, man 
and woman, married and unmarried. 
To every one, none excepted, Our Di- 
vine Saviour hag said: “If any man 
will come after Me, let him deny him- 
self and take up his cross daily, and 
follow Me” (Luke ix. 23). And again, 
“Every one of you that doth not re- 
nounce all that he possesseth cannot 
be My disciple” (Luke xiv. 33). 
’ One. of the effects of the sacra- 
mental grace reeeived in marriage is 
to prepare the husband and wife for 
the most trying hours in their married 
life—for the times when the spirit 
indeed is willing, but the flesh very 
frail. 

Husbands, Christian: men, you do 
desire, honestly and ‘sincerely, to re- 
main unswervingly faithful, do you | 
not?

Husbands and wives,, remember 
your heavenly origin, your immorta! 
destiny. Leave to those in whose eyes 
marriage is nothing more than a 
union, of which pleasure ‘s the sole 
end, the degrading idea that passion 
is sovereign, indomitable, lawful at a! 
times. You must ascend to higher 
ideals. Let your marriage be a real 
union of your bodies and your souls: 
‘let your: Joys | be sober and moderate. 
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When those, who were given to ra- 
tionalism in theology and naturalism 
in philosophy, declared their doctrines 
,of emancipation, those who acclaimed 
their teachings never- considered for 
one’ moment the consequences of such 
seed being sown in the popular mind. 
At present we realize all too well to 
what extent the family and ahe home 
have succumbed to. the noxious infiy- 
ence of those doctrines, But we are 
still far from admitting that for the 
family, too, there can be no other 
foundation than the one laid by the 
Divine Savior, who in a supernatural 
way sanctified the bond of matrimony 
which even according to the natural 
law was to be indissoluble.

room. Watch the hands of the long, 
solemn-looking clock on the wall, the 
old rogue who hides his merriment 
behind two black hands. Watch that 
old clock, for in this court time plays 
an important part . . . even as much 
as law or justice... © and more. 

The clerk calls a case: “Blank 
against Blank.” Mrs. Blank, young 
and. pretty, wants to be. free. She! n 
places her hands upon a Bible, God 
bless the mark, and swears “to speak} 
the truth, the whole truth, and noth- 
ing but the truth.” She takes the 
witness stnad. It is now ten minutes 
to eleven. 

Watch the clock; the judge does. 
the clerk of the court must. In order 
not to lose any time the court provides 
the attorney with a typewritten sheet 
that contains the: questions he must 
ask the witness. Few and to the 
point. Just like the marriage cere- 
mony, but now the gears are in re- 
verse. Five or six question$ are put 
—mere formalities and the witness; 
is excused. The hands of the clock 
have moved three minutes! Next 
comes the man who served the papers. 
Here again, to expedite matters, the 
questions are written out for, the at- 
torney. They are answered briefly 
and to the point. Witness excused. 
Time elapsed, four minutes. The next 
witness with great brevity and exact- 
ness of detail tella of the misdeed of 
the other spouse. He is excused. Time 
elapsed, three minutes. Another is 
called who tells the same story, with 
surprising conformity of details. If 
the lawyer hesitates or the witness 
becomes verbose, the court frowns. 
Time is precious. On with the case. 
The witness is excused. Time elapsed, 
five minutes. The attorney takes the 
stand—a mere formality regarding 
the papers. Time consumed, two min- 
utes. Next case: “Jones against 
Jones.” Within fifteen minutes the 
case is finished. Mrs. Smith's case is 
next. It is particularly long. It last 
twenty-one minutes. The next is cal- 
led and the grind continues.
